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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the reasons that follow. 

A detailed listing of all claims that are, or were, in the application, irrespective of 
whether the claim(s) remain under examination in the application, is presented, with an 
appropriate status identifier. 

Claims 1-17 are cancelled. 

New claims 18-37 are provided. 

1. Rejection of Claims 1-11 and 13-16 Under 35 U.S.C. S 103(a) As Being 
Unpatentable Over Helms in View of Ottenstein 

In section 1 of the Office Action, claims 1-11 and 13-16 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Helms (U.S. Patent No. 5,952,992) in view of 
Ottenstein (U.S. Patent No. 5,270,818) 

2. Rejection of Claims 12 and 17 Under 35 U.S.C. $ 103(a) as Being 
Unpatentable Over Helms in View of Ottenstein and Further in View of Katada. 

In section 2 of the Office Action, claims 12 and 17 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over Helms in view of Ottenstein , and further in view of 
Katada (U.S. Patent No. 5,933,089). 

New Claims 18-37 distinguish from Helms, Ottenstein and Katada based on, inter 
alia, the recitation of a handheld computer comprising a housing configured to be held in a 
hand during use and cellular telephone electronics. While it is maintained that Helms and 
Ottenstein are not properly combinable as set forth in previous replies, even assuming, 
arguendo, that Helms, Ottenstein, and Katada were combinable, the combination would fail 
to disclose at least these features. 

Accordingly, entry and consideration of the new claims is respectfully requested. 
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3. Conclusion 

Applicants believe that the present appHcation is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
